DEADLY FUMES 


Family survive carbon monoxide scare 


Five family members were taken 
to hospital with suspected carbon 
monoxide poisoning after the 
deadly fumes from a leaking boiler 
infected their home. 

Emergency services responded 
to a call at about 11.30pm on Sun¬ 
day in Tolworth Rise North. 

An extended family of 12 com¬ 
plained of feeling “unwell, dizzy 
and nauseous”. 

Three adults and two teenagers 
were taken to Kingston Hospital, 
while the rest left the family home 
to be ventilated and checked for 
further leaks. 

Firefighters identified gas from a 
boiler, used to heat the water in

the flats, as the source of the 
fumes. 

According to neighbours the 
family had not been back to their 
home, beside the A3, since it was 
evacuated, though firefighters 
said it was now safe to return. 

A neighbour, who asked not to be 
named, expressed concern for the 
family who he described as very 
friendly. 

He said: “They have not been 
back since going to the hospital 
after the ambulance turned up on 
Sunday night. 


“They are a big extended family 
with children living there. They 
are very nice, I hope they are OK.” 

Kingston Hospital said it could 
not release information about the 
state of the family because of pa¬ 
tient confidentiality. 

The family are understood to be 
out of hospital and unharmed by 
the ordeal. 

A spokesman from London Fire 
Brigade advised residents to buy 
carbon monoxide detectors, warn¬ 
ing the fumes could be deadly. 

A five-year-old girl died from 
carbon monoxide fumes in April 
after a barbecue was brought into 
her tent in the New Forest.

Officers face Olympic challenge

Kingston police have promised 
they will maintain emergency 
response and neighbourhood 
teams amid fears officers will 
be dragged away to the 
Olympic Games.

A spokesman said: “Obvious¬ 
ly liaison meetings are taking 
place with senior officers. 

“Kingston police officers will

however, optimum strengths cancel training and use 
for emergency response and officers from outside London 
neighbourhood policing will have been put in place, 
be maintained. 

“We are not prepared to 
discuss further break¬ 
down of resources 
due to operational 
reasons.”

Olympic flame shame 
for borough connection

Olympic gold medallist James Cracknell will 
carry the Olympic torch in Kingston next 
week. 

The former Kingston Grammar School pupil 
won gold in the coxless fours at two different 
Games at Sydney and Athens. 

Meanwhile only three out of the 26 torch- 
bearers honoured with carrying the Olympic 
flame through the Royal borough live in the 
borough of Kingston. 

Hundreds of people from Kingston, Sur¬ 
biton, Chessington and New Malden applied to 
become torchbearers in the run-up to the 
Games. But only 26 individuals will carry the 
flame through the royal borough on Tuesday, 
July 24 - and 23 of them are not even Kingston 
residents. 

Surbiton resident, pensioner and women’s 
cycling pioneer Eileen Gray, 92, is among the 
chosen few. She will be joined by Tolworth 
Girl’s School pupil Sophia Roberts, from 
Malden Rushett, and Kingston-based GB hock¬ 
ey player Josie Inverdale, daughter of BBC 
presenter John Inverdale. 

London 2012 organisers bill the parade of 
torchbearers as “their moment to shine, in¬ 
spiring millions of people watching in their 
community, in the UK and worldwide”. 

But wheelchair racing star Jack Binstead, 
from Chessington, was one of many residents 
rejected as a torchbearer by the London Or¬ 
ganising Committee for the Olympic and Para¬ 
lympics Games (Locog). 

Penny Binstead, mother of the 15-year-old 
schoolboy, said: “I am a bit annoyed really. I 
thought all those holding the torch would actu¬ 
ally be from the borough.” 

Councillor Ken Smith said: “I would like to 
ask how they selected people from outside the 
borough. I don’t understand the logic behind 
it. It does not seem right.” 

A Locog spokesman said: “There will be in¬ 
stances where people are not carrying the 
flame in their home town as the relay is not 
going everywhere and we are trying to offer 
people a place no more than an hour away.”

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Disabled win fight 
on living allowance

Dozens of disabled people 
have overturned wrong de¬ 
cisions concerning stop¬ 
ping their benefits. 

More than 57 people suc¬ 
cessfully appealed against 
the decision not to grant 
them disability living al¬ 
lowance last year. 

Disability campaigner 
Jane Young, from New 
Malden, blamed the per¬ 
ception of disabled people 
costing the country too 
much for the number of re¬ 
jected claims. 

She said: “One of the 
more traumatic results of a 
failed claim is the loss of a 
disabled person’s Motabili- 
ty car that is funded by the 
higher rate of the mobility 
component. 

“As many disabled people 
are unable to use public 
transport, this can lead to 
isolation and difficulty in 
travelling to medical ap¬ 
pointments and social ac¬ 
tivities - it can even force a 
disabled person to give up 
work.” 

The Government plans to 
reduce the disability living

allowance budget by 20 per 
cent and move claimants to 
a new benefit, called a per¬ 
sonal independence pay¬ 
ment, from next year. 

But Mrs Young warned 
this would make the situa¬ 
tion worse and said 500,000 
people would lose their 
benefit and 280,000 fewer 
disabled people would qual¬ 
ify for the Motability 
scheme. 

Pippa Mackie, the chief 


executive of Kingston Citi¬ 
zens Advice Bureau that 
helped 60 people through 
the appeals last year, said: 
“It is very difficult for an 
individual who has devel¬ 
oped coping strategies for 
their condition to decon¬ 
struct them and be totally 
realistic about the negative 
effect on day-to-day living 
and to remember all the re¬ 
strictions that they face.”

and how many people will be hav¬ 
ing to make that journey? There 
are no answers to these questions 
and that’s not good enough. 

“They have not worked out their 
numbers. The proposal they are 
offering might be OK but could be 
awful - we just don’t know. 

“Failure to answer these ques¬ 
tions is disturbing.”

I found the 
love letters 

I wish to reveal the truth about 
the love letters found at the 
Queens Head pub. 

The letters were rescued by 
me from a skip in Beresford 
Road, Kingston, about two 
years ago. 

As founder of charity Save 
the World Club, part of my 
mission is to save discarded ob¬ 
jects and over 40 years I have 
found treasures that would 
have been lost forever. 

Having read them I felt it sad 
they were dumped and wanted 
to donate them to the Imperial 
War Museum. 

Just over a year ago I started 
renting two rooms at the old 
stables at the back of the 
Queens Head. I had to clean 
them to put them in to use. 

They were locked, so I felt 
them safe to store many valu¬ 
able items I had collected, in¬ 
cluding an extensive collection 
of antique Victorian button 
badges I had amassed in the 
late 1970s when I ran the Badge 
Shop in Covent Garden, an¬ 
tique musical instruments, in¬ 
cluding a Hawkes silver 
saxophone, and vintage toys.

MOTION 


I n the Olympic year Kingston 
Museum is exploring old and 
new techniques used to cap¬ 
ture athletes in motion, writes 
Clare Buchanan. 

The exhibition will demonstrate 
the way artists and photogra¬ 
phers have changed and evolved 
how they depict the human body 
over time. 

The showcase includes work by 
Kingston-born, Victorian photog¬ 
rapher Eadweard Muybridge, 
who bequeathed his personal col¬ 
lection to the borough in 1904 and 
paved the way for capturing the 
world in motion. 

He was a pioneer in trying to 
capture motion in sequence 
photography and the exhibition 
displays many of his 1887 experi¬ 
ments of humans and animals in 
motion. 

Much of his work was devoted 
to athletics and the male physical 
form, reflecting a new emphasis 
on physical fitness and ideals of 
masculinity in the 19th century. 

In contrast, the display also in¬ 
cludes contemporary artist David 
Michalek’s work, which captures 
athletes in motion in high 
definition. 


Coinciding with the 2012 Games 
the exhibition also focuses on 21st 
century techniques, including the 
use of sport biomechanics to 
measure and correct technique 
and injury rehabilitation. 

A video by Charlie Murphy, 
called the Kingston Big Wheel, 
will accompany the exhibition, 
courtesy of the Stanley Picker 
Gallery. 

The video is inspired by Muy¬ 
bridge’s iconic motion sequence 
and features 300 gymnasts, 
dancers and athletes creating a 
chain of human cartwheels. 

The Kingston Big Wheel forms 
the final project for No Competi¬ 
tion - a series of artist projects 
exploring the relationship be¬ 
tween art and non-competitive 
sport.

Report reveals acute 
shortage of housing 


More affordable homes are 
needed both to rent and to 
buy according to one lead¬ 
ing south London estate 
agency. 

Susan Henderson area

Ms Henderson said: “With 
young people not being able 
to buy until they are older, 
many young couples and 
families also need to rent for 
a long period of time. We 
need to see an improvement 
in the availability of afford¬ 
able buy-to-let mortgages to 
attract investors to the mar¬ 
ket. 

“There is also an urgent 
need for more affordable 
new homes to be built. At 


the moment developers are 
building a lot of luxury 
properties which bring 
them more profit but there 
is a severe lack of standard 
one and two bedroom apart¬ 
ments being built. More of 
these are needed to fulfil de¬ 
mand from renters. 

“Buy-to-let is still a very 
good investment when com¬ 
pared with returns on sav¬ 
ings and the volatile stock 
market, but there are not 
enough investors entering 
the market. 

“If there were more afford¬ 
able properties and better 
mortgages available for in¬ 
vestors, this would help to 
boost supply and give ten¬ 
ants much greater choice.” 

ARLA is calling for urgent 
action on housing provision 
as new research reveals 
property supply into the Pri¬ 
vate Rented Sector (PRS) is 
still not meeting demand. 


ARLA President Jane In¬ 
gram, said: “Our members 
are telling us that in much of 
the country there is still sig¬ 
nificant demand for rental 
property, especially from 
would-be first time buyers, 
who simply can’t afford to 
get onto the housing ladder. 

“The backdrop of decreas¬ 
ing reluctant landlord num¬ 
bers suggests fewer new 
landlords are coming onto 
the market while Govern¬ 
ment figures show insuffi¬ 
cient levels of new home 
building. 

“The various housing 
schemes that have been an¬ 
nounced in recent months 
are welcome, but they do not 
go far enough to increase 
the number of homes avail¬ 
able. Urgent action needs to 
be taken to ensure everyone 
who needs a home can find 
one, and at an affordable 
price.”
